priority of lien on their bodies. As the 
sourt of appeals has held that it. is not the 
bringing of stolen property into the state 
that constilu.es the crime, but the dispos- 
ing of it here, the governor knew I be pris- 
Dnerj could not be convicted on that 
charge, and he therefore granted them » 
Kentucky pardon and ordered the jailer 
of Bullitt county to turu them over to 
the custody of tbe agent of Illinois. 


MADE A CONFESSION. 


•Mary Routzahn Acknowledges She Was 


rn Accessory to Her Mother's Murder. 
KANSAS CITY, iio, Oct. 9.—Mrs. Rout- 


•iabn, daughter of Mrs. Teressa Mettman, 
who was murdered and backed to pieces 
on the government reservation at Fort 
Leaven worth last March, made a partial 
confession, making herself an accessory to 
ber mother's murder. She says that she 
was the mistress of Charles Benson, tbe 
man who if now on his way to Leaven- 
worth from Camden, N. J., where he was 
arrested a few days 
ago. 
She says 


that Benson at different times threatened 
to "fix" the old woman in order to get 
the money «o that they, Benson and Mra 
Routzahn, might live 
well. 
He also 


planned to wreck a Rock Island train on 
which Henry Mettman, Jr., wag engin- 
eer, so as to kill the young man and get 
the 13,500 insurance be carried m favor of 
bis sister, Mrs. Routcahn. Mrs. Mett- 
man was sawed to pieces with a butcher's 
hand-saw, which Benson afterward sold 
in tbe city. Mrs. Routzahn also say* 
that Benson was intimate with tbe old 
woman, Mrs. Mettman. A peculiar feat- 
ure of tbe murder is that the penalty is 
hanging because it was on Uni.ed States 
land. Had it been ten feet distant on 
Kaunas land the penalty 
would have 


been at most impiisonment for life. 


Two Yonng School Girls Murdered.

Eliza, aged 14 and IB years respectively, 
daughters of James MeGonigle, living one 
and one-half miles from this village, who 
attended tbe village school, on Tuesday 
ivening last started for borne after school. 
When last seen they were half a mile 
from home and were being followed by a 
man named Narcisse Lorooqoe. The girls 
did not reach home and th«ir bodies were 
found by a searching party. The girl* 
had been outraged and strangled.

I A Toledo Vessel Captain Avenges His 


Home's Dishonor. 


TOLEDO, Oct. 9.—At 8 o'clock Wednes- 


day evening Mike Enright, a prominent 
vessel captain, met nis wife walking with 
a man named William Murphy. Enright 
pulled a revolver and shot Murphy through 
the mouth. Murphy ran, and Enright 
sent three bullets into his wife's body,one 
passing clear through her neck, another 
in at her back and clear through ber 
body, coming out at the breast, while the 
third went in under her arm. The wife 
walked home, but will probably die, 
while Murphy will live, but is badly hurt. 
Enright was arrested.

Balfour oil Ireland's Potato Famine. 
LONDON, Oct. 9.—Balfour wiitea to The 


Central News as follows: 
"1 have, of 


course, received endless reports and com- 
munications of all sorts regarding the 
potatpcropin the west of Ireland, No 
positive or final conclusion can be formed 
until the potatoes are dug—toward the 
end of October; but all testimony of any 
value and which obviously ii not doc 
tored for political purposes appears to 
indicate that the cry of general famine 
is wholly absurd. Although in particu- 
lar localities the failure is undoubtedly 
serious, the measures taken by the gov 
ernment, will, without question, suffice 
to deal with any real distress which muy 
be beyond the power of the ordinary 
poor law machinery to meet. 


Injunction Against a Cutters' Union. 
LYNN, Mass., Oct. 9.—A bombshell was 


thrown Wednesday iu the ranks of the 
labor circles of this city, iu the shape of 
an injunction issue:! by Judge Mason, of 
the superior court, against the members 
of the Cutters' union who are managing 
the present strike, and ordering all fur- 
ther intimidation of workmen at Rumsey 
Bros.' shoe factory to cease. The respond- 
ents are enjoined from preventing any ono 
from approaching the factory from work, 
by intimidation or * persuasion, or doing 
anything teudmg to injure Rumsey Bros.' 
business. 


Terrible Explosion of Dynamite. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—A special to

Chronicle from San Diego says: 


'News lias been received from Rosarlo 
gold mine, seventy miles inland from 
Mazatlan, of a terrible explosion which 
occurred there the latter part of Septem- 
ber. An American named McGee, who 
came from Napa, Cal., was working with 
nine Mexicans in a sixty-foot level near 
the magazine which contained several 
hundred pounds of dynamite.

blown to atoms.

A dele- 
gation headed by Hon. J. G Hutchison, 
Senator P. G. Ballingall, president of the 
Ottutmva Coal palace, met the presiden- 
tial party at Gale&burg and escorted him 
to Ottumwa. 
It was due to the fore- 


thought of .Superintendent Wilson and 
Manager Bishop that a pleasant night's 
rest was afforded the president by that 
train being side tracked at a quiet little 
station near Ottumwa until daylight, 


Ottuuiwa's Greeting:. 


Despite the early hour almost tbe entire 


populace of the thriving young city of 
Oltumwa turned out to greet the presi- 
dent, and rousing cheers were given the 
ruler. He was recognized on the rear 
platform as the tram glided into the de- 
pot. A moment later the booming of 
cannon commenced. Ottumwa's welcome 
to the chief executive aud the joliflcation 
of the day was fair } begun.

WASHINGTON CITY, Oct. fl.—Hon. John 


C. New, consul general at London, who 
is in the city for a v.sit of a few days, in 
speaking of the feeling abroad over the 
new tariff law, a«y,: "There is not so 
much dissatisfaction 
over 'the la* in 


England as there is on the. continent. 
The British merchants and manufactur- 
ers are very conservative and strotgBt- 
forward. The new oni.T of Uiiags, chSqge 
'of forma in invoicing nod the like inci- 
dent to the change of our revenue system, 
will be irksome to them tor a while, but 
it will not take long for the new machin- 
ery to get in smooth running order. 
There is no loud complaint in England 
over the McKinley bill. 
In Germany 


and France, however, a good deal o'f 
clamor has arisen, but it will soon die 
out. They will want our trade too much 
to carry out any au-called retaliatory 
legislation. In any event we could get 
along much batter without their prod- 
ucts than they can without ours. Amer- 
ican cotton, wheat and meats are a nec- 
essity acrnxx the Atlantic. 
But com- 


merce will go on as usual. The retalia- 
tion talked of is all bluster."

DISCRIMINATION. 


The following is an article on the new 


tariff, furnished by Daniel MeKeever to 
The New York World and published in that 
paper Sept. 4. It is a comparison of toe 
increase in duties as they affect the articles 
worn by rich, and working people 


The new tariff bill which will become a 
law on Monday, and known as H. B. 9,416, 
is entitled "An Act to Keduce the Revenue 
and Eqaualize Duty on Imports, and tor 
Other Purpose*" 
1 think there was never an act passed for 
which the name "and for oilier purposes" 
was mere appropriate. The bill in its, en- 
tirety, from the first to the last line, is a 
bill discriminating solely against the poor 
man. It Is an "act" that will probably be 
known before long as the "Trust Act" for 
trusts and combinations are really the only 
ones protected or benefited. In speaking of 
the discrimination by tbis act against the 
worklmtman, it reminds me of tbe answer 
Mr. Veorhees made when I appeared before 
the finance committee with other importers 
•The amount of it Is a fellow has no busi- 
ness to be poor, and tbe framers of the act 
nave held that theory all the way through, 
that the poor man had BO rights which they 
were bound to respect 
As a matter of comparison, take textile 


fabrics used for men's and women's wear, 
and we will find cotton corduroy, which at 
present pays a dnty of 85 percent, will 
under the new bill be compelled to pay a 
doty of over 75 per cent. Cotton is free in 
toil country, and tbe American manufac- 
turer baa a certain ampont of protection In 
the expense to the foreign manufacturer, of 
iblpplnc the raw cotton to England, and 
tbe goods bade to tbis country. Previous 
to this McKinlejr regime, tbe duty of 35 per 
cent was tboojhtinffletoUy nigh protec-

In 
the new tariff bill the duty on silk plushes 
was raised from 50 to 110 per cent

nounced a reduction m wages 
The high 


duty will remain, it is there and you cant 
remove it for some time to come 


Now that these manufacturers have got 


what they wanted from the government, 
they propose to deal with the working peo- 
ple in a fashion to suit themselves. They 
will hire labor at the cheapest figure down 
to which competition forces it If the la- 
borers get too gay about tbe matter, the 
bosses will close the factory until starvation 
forces them. Those bosses were in a great 
hurry. It was thought that the factory su- 
perintendents wonld at least wait until af- 
ter the fall elections before cracking the 
whip they hold in their hands. But they 
must begin now 


Well, let the workmgmen see tb&t the 


amount of their wages depends not at ail 
upon profits thnt are the artlSclrl creation ot 
tbe law. Let them look to Catasaqua and 
see a reduction in wages,ln spite of a heavy 
increase in the protection that went to that 
factory.

excellencies which enter largely Into Amer- 
ican clvill/.ation, and these are tbe things 
which contribute most to the development 
of that which is noble and most desirable in 
our national character. 


First among these characteristics are 


mentioned a certain positlveness of convlc 
tlon as to what constitutes the only reliable 
standaid of ttuth among men, and an un- 
wavering steadfastness in adhering to that 
resolution. The standard of truth which 
she erects, and around which she Invites 
the world to rally, is not human reason, but 
divine revelation 
It Is not what men want 


to believe, but what Almighty God tells 
them to believe. 
Tbat truth Presby- 


terianism 
has 
formulated 
into 
a 


closely 
related, 
logical 
system 
oi 


which God is tbe source and center. As 
God Is changeless, so that truth is change-1 
less. What our fathers believed and taught, 
we believe and teach our children, and thus 
every Presbyterian home becomes a minia- 
ture theological seminary. The faith of 
each succeeding generation Is anchored to 
the unchanging and eternal. The changing 
vagaries of human opinion can have but 
little effect upon a people grounded in the 
belief of fundamental truth. Ail the ad- 
vance in mere world knowledge In the last 
25 years has not changed our conviction of 
what man is to believe concerning God, and 
what duty God requires of man. 


We claim a place forFrosbyterianlsm 


among tbe influences that mould American 
civilization because it stands as the em- 
phatic exponent of order, authority, govern- 
ment. Since men began to devise methods 
of government the problem has been so to 
combine liberty and law as to secure at the 
same time the freedom of the citizen and 
the safety of the state. The tendency has 
been to go from despotism with stability to 
liberty without stability .The world seems to 
have forgotten that the golden mean was 
struck when God gave Hoses the model of 
a republic, In these words: "Take ye men 
of understanding and known among your 
tribes and I will make them rulers over 
you," This is the distinguishing feature, 
the fundamental principle of Presbyterian 
government This Is the principle which 
our fathers chose and made tbe corner stone 
of the republic that has now for more than 
a century been the pride of the American 
patriot. There is an exact resemblance be- 
tween tbe government of the state and that 
of our church, though the Presbyterian 
< hurch proclaimed It and lived it long before 
the republic was dreamed of on American 
soil. 


Last, but not least, we claim a place for 


the Presbyterian church among the agencies 
of American civilisation because of Its 
catholicity. Of course we believe hi fixed- 
ness of doctrine. We require that author- 
ized teachers and rulers of the church shall 
subscribe to the system of doctrine which 
we believe Is taught In the scriptures. Bnt 
we do not make tbe acceptance of a doc- 
trinal system a condition of membership.

those of mature age, and tbat babes must be 
fed on milk. Hence no other condition of 
membership is required than a credible tvl- 
dence of faith in Christ, and the declaration 
of a purpose to conform the life to bis law. 
As regards form of worship and matters of 
administration, there la no restriction of In- 
dividual opinion and no restraint upon Indi- 
vidual action.

liberty, unity, catholicity, that the Presby- 
terians of Decatur propose to erect this edi- 
fice.

The- Wade Caie Settled by a Verdict 


Againit the Railroad — Lawyer* H'ke 
Opening Addremet In tlie Ca*e of Harry
